FITZGIBBON and MR. JUSTICE MURNAGHAN. 

The hearing was continued of an appea 
brought by the plaintifis in the case of 
Kingston v. Layden from an order of Mr. 
Justice. Johnston, dated 5th November last, 
refusing their application for an order that 
the issues of law rdised by the pleadings, as 
to the construction and effect of the consent 
and the construction, conclusiveness and bind- 
ing character of the report of the . surveyor 
mentioned in the pleadings, be set down for 
hearing and disposed of. The appellants now 
sought to have that portion of the judge s 
order discharged, with costs, and to have 
another order made in lieu thereof, directing 
that the following questions of law be 
forthwith set down for hearing and disposed 
of:—(1) Whether upon the true construc- 
tion of tho consent (between the parties), 
dated 2nd September, 1925, mentioned 
in the pleadings, the report of Mr. Arthur 
Hassam, dated the 25th February, 1926, and 
the findings therein, are binding upon the 
parties; (2) whether, upon the findings of the 
said report, the plaintiffs have a good de- 
fence to the defendants’ counter-claim by 
reason of the Statute of Limitations, 16th 
and 17th Vic., C. 113. They also asked to 
eave the costs of the application to Mr. 
Justice Johnston made part of th: costs in 
the action, and that the defe.dants be 
ordered to pay the plaintiffs their costs of, 
and incident to, this appeal. 

The order appealed against,.it appeared, 
had been made when an application for dis- 
covery of documents was made on behalf 
of the defendants. 

Mr. Overend, K.C., and Mr. Poole (in- 
structed by Messrs. C. H. Denroche and 
Sons), appeared for the plaintiffs; and Mr. 
Walker, K.C.; Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., and 
Mr. M. C. Walker (instructed by Messrs. 
Allen and Halpin) for the defendants. 

The plaintiffs in the action were the Right 
Hon. Henry Edward Earl of Kingston and 
‘the Arigna Mining Co., Ltd.; and the de- 
fendants were Patrick Layden, of Lecarrow, 
Spencer Harbour, Carrick-on-Shannon, Co. 
Leitrim, and Michael Layden, of The Ferns, 
Lough Allen, Drumshambo, Co, Leitrim, 
mine-owner. 

The plaintiffs claimed a declaration that 
under and by virtue of the consent, dated 
2nd September, 1924, entered into between 
the parties, and the report of Arthur Hassam, 
mining engineer, pursuant to the consent 
dated 25th February, 1926, the defendants 
are indebted to the plaintiffs in the sum 
of £2,432 14s. in respect of-coal alleged to 
have been wrongfully abstracted by the 
defendants from the mine at Arigna, in the 
County of Roscommon, the property of. the 
plaintiffs. ; 

The defendants, it was stated, were sued 
as the executors and trustees of the will of 
Michael Layden, senior, original owner of 
the mine, by whom the mine had been 
devised to his six children, in their 
| personal capacity. 

The Arigna Mining Company, it appeared, 
are the lessees of the mine known as the 
Arigna Mine in the County Roscommon, 
under a lease of 4th May, 1920, made be- 
tween the Earl of Kingston and the com- 
pany; and the Earl of Kingston is the owner 
in reversion expectant in the lease, as tenant 
under the settlement created by the will of 
Edward Kingston, dated 29th December, 
1877 


and 


The defendants are the executors and 
trustees of the will of their father, Michael 
Layden, deceased, and are lessees of the 
mine adjoining the Arigna Mine, under a 
lease of 7th May, 1924, made between 
Thomas Vesey Bell, Frederick Bell and 
Frederick Irwin, and Michael Layden and 
Patrick Layden. 

The defendants in their defence counter- 
claimed for the sum of £3,753 1s. 6d., which, 
according to the report of Mr, Hassam, it 
was stated, was payable by the plaintiffs to 
the Arigna Mining Company, the defendants, 
as executors of Michael Layden, senior, in 
respect of a large quantity of coal,. alleged 
to have been secretly, furtively, wilfully and 
negligently abstracted from the defendants’ 
mines. 

Mr. Overend, K.C., stated, in support of 
the appeal, that the effect of having the 
questions mentioned, as specified in the 
pleadings, tried in accordance with his appli- 
cation in the Court below, would be to save 
the expense of discovery and other expenses. 
Mr. Walker, K.C., submitted that Mr. 
Justice Johnston had no power to set down 
the questions for determination at all. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., stated that Mr. 
Hassam’s report was in reality an award, 
and a bad award under the circumstances. 
The Chief Justice, giving judgment, said 
that he was of opinion that the appeal should 
be allowed; that the questions mentioned 
should be disposed of as a preliminary, as 
suggested ; and that. the application for dis- 
covery, whi@h would lead to expense, should 
not be proceeded with, pending the con- 
sideration of these questions mentioned. 

‘Mr. Justice FitzGibbon and Mr, Justice 
Murnaghan concurred. 

The appeal was accordingly allowed, the 
costs of the appeal to abide the result of 
the trial in the Coart below.

Two appeals were heard from refusals to 
grant a certificate of personal fitness as a 
registered bookmaker to Mrs. Josephine Lally, 

Commons street, and a certificate of suita- 
bility of premises sought by her in respect, 

Phibsborough road, Dublin. 

Mr. T. A.* Finlay (instructed by Mr. D. 
O'Flaherty, Chief State Solicitor’s Depart- 
ment) said that the circumstances were as 
follow :—Mr. Patrick Lally, husband of the 
appellant, formerly carried on business, as a 
registe bookmaker at the premises, 


convicted and fined ££00 on each of five 
summonses (reduced to £125 in each case) in 
respect of offences against ‘the Betting Act. 
His certificate of personal fitness and the 
certificate of suitability of . premises were 
accordingly refused, and his wife had applies 
for the certificates. They had béén refused, 
and the. present. appeals were. from these 


ref 
GROUNDS OF REFUSAL. 

The refusal of the certificate of personal 
fitness was.on the gound that the applicant, 
“by reason of her general character. and 
known habits,” was not a fit person to have 
a licence. She was the mother of five young 
children. The certificate of suitability of 
premises was reffised on the groúnd that the 
applicant was.not a licensed kmaker, was 
not the holder of a certificate of personal 
fitness, and wag not the proprietor of the 
premises. 

Mr. H. Hughes, K.C. (instructed by Mr. 
W. H. Sutton, solicitor), for the appellant, 
said that this case raised a very important 
point. The real objection to Mrs. Lally was 
that she was a married woman. To say that 
married women were not fit persons to receive 
bookmakers’ licences was notin accordance 
with the terms of the Act. 

The expression “general character and 
known habits’’ meant that something objec- 
tionable in the character or habits of the’ ap- 
plicant must be proved before her application 
could be refused. The mere fact that she was 
married and the mother of a family could not 
be considered sufficient objection. 

The Justice said that he hoped that no one 
would suggest that a married woman and the 
mother of a family was a fit and proper 
person to carry on a bookmaker’s business 
‘and go on the course and shout the “ odds.” 

THE ACT. 

Mr. Hughes said that it was not a question 
of going on the course and ‘shouting the 
odds,” It was a question of fitness or unfit- 
ness, and there was nothing in the Act to 
the effect that a woman should be refused a 
certificate because she was married. 

Inspector Long said that there was no 
objection to the character of Mrs. Lally; but 
the fact that she was a married woman, who. 
proposed to carry on the business under her 
own supervision and a a clerk did 
not work out satisfactorily. Such being her 
proposed habits, he could not see his way to 
grant a certificate. Further, the Jetting of 
the premises to Mrs. Lally was a colourable 
transaction, and he did not believe she was 
the tenant at all. 

Mr. Hughes produced the orginial tenancy 
agreement and also rent receipts showing that 
Mrs. Lally was the holder of the tenancy. He 
also stated that she had seven or eight years’ 
business experience before her marriage, and 
had a bank account of her own. 

The Justice said that he would confirm the 
refusals. 

Mr. Hughes asked the Justice to state a 
case on the point whether a woman because 
she was married and the mother of a family 
was to be debarred from practising as a book- 
maker in the Free State.

A boy, Edmund Harrison, of heiecnecthéil, 
Dublin, was sent for trial, in custody, on 
the charge of his father, Thomas Harrison, 
of stealing from their home property to the 
value of £2 10s. 

The father said that his son had been a 
boy of whom he could get no good. He 
made no progress at school. Then his 
mother died, and the death seemed to have 
the effect of making the boy worse. He 
had had a number of occupations, but gave 
them up, coming back to his father’s home 
until he could lay hands on some property 
or money, when he would disappear again. 
The father appealed to the Justice to deal 
with the case. 


ASSAULTED HIS WIFE. 


MAN BOUND TO THE PEACE, 


Michael O’Brien, Rutland street, Dublin, 
was charged with assaulting his wife in the 
public street last Monday evening. 

Mary O’Brien, his wife, said that they had 
been married last May, when the accused 
man was in employment at £4 a week, and 
she was a widow, with ‘two children. 

She admitted that her husband had taken 
her to England last week for a holiday, but 
she had to run away from him and get back to 
Dublin. She knew that he had money in the 
bank, and he was never sober when he came 
to see her. 

The Justice made an order for payment 
to the wife of 15s. a week by her husband, 
who was also bound to the peace in a £10 
bond for twelve months. 


KILLED BY BICYCLE. 


Lilian Shaw (19), of Upper Stephen street, 
was charged with causing the death of 
Patrick Ahearn, Murphy’s Cottages, Evsr- 
green road, Cork, by knocking him down 
when riding a bicycle in Aungier street, 
Dublin, on January 16th, causing in- 
juries from which he died at the Adelaide 
Hospital last Monday. 

The evidence showed that the girl was 
riding on her proper side of the road at a 
moderate pace, and that the man stepped off 
the pathway and collided with the bicycle. 
The charge was dismissed. 


FATAL FALLS. 
TWO INQUESTS IN BELFAST. 


‘‘ Accidental death’’ was the verdict re- 
turned by Dr. James Graham, the Belfast 
Coroner, at an inquest which was held yester- 
day on James Gillen (42), of Baskin street, 
Belfast, who was killed when he fell from the 
engine-room of the steamship Chesapeake, an 
oil-tanker, to the deck ow. 

The evidence showed that deceased man 
had been in the employ of Messrs. Workman, 
Clark. He was working on the Chesapeake 
oiling valves in the engine-room. A fellow- 
workman was. workin ide him and heard 
a thud. The distance from where he had been 
wotking to the floor was about twenty feet. 
A fractured skull was the cause of death. 

A similar verdict was returned in the case 
of Louis Finlay, of Mount street, Greencastle, 
Belfast, who died from injuries to the spine 
after falling from a ladder to the ground, 4 
distance of -ten feet.

The driver 
of the Robin ’bus swerved to avoid him; but 
in doing so the left rear mudguard struck 
against the man and knocked him down. 

Michael Crawford, 117 Summerhill, Dublin, 
the driver of the Tramway ’bus, stated that 
he saw the man signal to him to stop, and 
he did so. At the same time he heard a 
crash, and on looking back saw a Robin ‘bus 
on the footpath a short distance behind. 
The man’s arm was caught under the left. 
back wheel, and he assisted in pushing the

PRESERVING NATURAL 


BEAUTIES 

Major F. B. Craig presided at the meeting 
which Was held in As rooms of the Asgocia- 
tion, 8 Merrion square, Dublin, | 
We find ourselves terribly behind other 
countries, said Mr, Robertson, both in the 
organisation of town-planning, and in its 
other aspect in the preservation of natyral 
beauty, and nothing but an awakened public 
conscience can help us. It is essential, in the 
first place, that the public should realise 
exactly what a town or regional planning 
scheme is. 
The public is apt to regard town-planning 
as a fad or an attempt to introduce “ arti- 
ness,” and in combating this notion we must 
ourselves be clear as to the practical nature 
of what we wish to do, 

WHAT A TOWN PLAN i6. 

Let us define a town plan as being a map 
showing a « / as it ought to be in, say, 
fifteen years time. The putting of a town- 
planning scheme into ¢: ‘ration merely con- 
sists in seeing that noth ; is done to hamper 
the accomplishment of the practical ideal set 
out in the map; every step is made a step 
forward in the direction of common-sense, 
efficiency and dignity. 
If we have any freedom at all it should 
surely be the freedom to enjoy natural 
amenities, and the man who injures the 
countryside and defiles it with ugly buildings, 
smoke, or advertisements, is taking away our 
free enjoyment. [ lay stress upon this point 
because we often hear that the restrictions 
im by organised planning reduce the 
freedom of the subject, whereas in reality 
they are designed for the very purpose of 
safeguarding :t. ” 


COMMON-SENSE. 
In stressing the practical, common-sense 
aims of town-planning we are therefore 
efititled to call for control of amenities as 
well as for those measures that are purely 
material. 8 
Our houses must enjoy a full measure of 
sun, hght, air, and adequate services; our 
factories must be so placed that their noise 
and smeil will not be obnoxious toa residential 
neighbourhood. 
ORDER AND SEEMLINESS. 

This movement towards preserving order 
and seemliness is world-wide, and I am not 
concerned here with speculations as to what 
our Government proposes to do so much as 
with what ought to be done, and I would 
remind you that the questions itivolved cover 
a vast field, the following being only a 
selection from the major problems concerned : 

1. The efficient wok aire se “R of transport— 
road, rail, and canal—including an economic 
co-operation between them throughout the 
country. 
2. internal organisation of each area, 
such as reserving sites for heavy factories, 
light factories, housing, fixing balding lines, 
and preserving the amenities of buildings. 
ó. The provision of adequate open spaces, 
parks, play-grounds, and gardens. i 

4. The safeguarding of places of exceptional 
beauty as national treasures, such as Kil- 
larney, Glendalough, Cork Harbour, and the 
Dalkey-Killiney coast. 
5. The reduction of the smoke plague and 
noise in the streets. 
6. The control of advertisements. 


: AN AID TO CULTURE. 

There exists in this couniry a powerful 
movement towards a definitely national cul- 
ture, in the forefront of which we find the 
Gaelic movement. It is not necessary to 
stress the influence of this driving force on 
Irish thought, literature, and drame; but 
Jet us mark this fact: that in the whole of 
history no country has ever yet produced a 
powerful and self-reliant culture without the 
aid of architecture and all that it stands 
for. 

Consider the great period of Greece—the 
days of Pilato, ristotle, Aeschylys, 
Sophocles, Pericles. Is not this culture quite 
as powerfully visible in its buildings 4nd | 
their disposition as it is in the Greek 
language itself? Or take ancient Egypt, 
the splendour of Rome, the religious fervour 
of the Middle Ages. 

In all these did not architecture, in its 
widest sense, stand side by side with litera- 
ture, painting, and music? Patriotic en- 
thúsiasm, Gaelic idealism, material success, 
will ‘not, and cannot, provide us with the 
complete circle of culture without the aid of 
architecture, its allied atte and crafts, and 
its wide embracing spivit that we now 
town planning nod civics. 

I would urge that it is as important for 
the Gavernment to instil civic culture as any 
of the other branches of cultyre thet we 
have bean considering. Possibly it is of even 
greater importance, singe architecture and 
civics are characteristics that are more umme- 
diately visible and obvious to the stranger 
than any. other; hence the rapid progress 
that is being made on the Continent. —

Consider also the tramway companies 
power-house chimneys. The Lot's road 
chimneys in London produce, | suppose, over 
twenty times the current, and less than one 
twentieth of the smoke. In other words, Lon- 
don is 400 times more efficient than Dublin. 
Is this foul eruption of simeke due to an 
out-of-date plant, or, as seems more probable, 
to bad stoking! | 

MORE DUBLIN DRAWBACKS. 

Neither is our canal company any better. 
Tt seems to like hideous advertisement hoard- 
ings, some of which are dangerous in 
obscuring the pe - the extent of necea- 
sitating a specia iceman on point duty. 
Nothing is dean to. pretest old trees nor to 
plant new ones along the cunal banks. Goats 
are tethered to the trees, and these goats, of 
course, injure and kill the trees by eating 
the bark. 

That tilent habit of spitting that har 
been abolished in London still persists in our 
public vehicles, and it is high time that finas 
were enforced. 

Town-planning and civics are so closely 
interwoven that it is impossible to comb the 
one out from the other, but neither our ser. 
vices nor our public are pulling their 
weight. Ours is still the most slipshod and 
untidy capital in Western Europe.. This is 
not due to poverty, but merely to apathy 
and disregard of ordinary civilised decency, 
as in ‘the case of spitting. 

Let us not allow the authorities to believe 
that in giving us a Greater Dublin they have 
directly attacked town-planning. To hegin 
with, our Town-Planning Act must cover 
every corner of the Free State, and even, in 
so far as Dublin is concerned, the town- 
planning virtues of this will depend upon the 
degree of control that is exercised. 

GO-OPERATIVE VISION. 

A more satisfactory state of ‘affairs can 
exist in a region where ten local authorities 
with vision act in concert than in a larger 
region ruled by one authority with lens 
vision. We want our Greater Dublin, but 
only as a step towards the more easy realisa< 
tion of town-planning ideals in the Dublin 
area. 

Town-planning, in its full significance, 
means no more than the granting of powers 
by the Government to Mód authorities under 
which the latter can frame their own regula- 
tions appropriate to their individual needs, so 
that each can make its own map of the future 
(when necessary in consultation with their 
neighbours), and compel the inhabitants to 
conform to a rational and well-ordered scheme. 
Only in this way can efficiency, convenience 
and dignity be retained and assured. 

In conclusion, Mr. Robertson expressed the 
hope that the legislators would see the im- 
mediate need for a far-reaching and compre- 
hensive Town-Planning Act for the Irish Frec 


State. 
THE PEOPLE’S APATHY. 
Mr. J. J. Robinson, in proposing a vote 
of thanks to the lecturer, said that it seemed 
to him to be possible to use the existing 
machinery adapted to modern usage for towb- 
planning. The Irish people were apathetic, 
and in the matter of town-planning public 
inion. was not behind it. On the matter of 
the disfigurement of the countryside, he did 
not agree. It was to his eyes pretty well the 
same as God had made it. It would he very 
desirable to have legislation to control town- 
planning, but its introduction should be done 
carefully or else it should defeat its purpose. 
Mr. G. F. Beckett, in seconding the 
motion, seid that a very strong expression of 
opinion should go from the meeting as to the 
necessity of town-planning legislation, The 
apathy, he believed, arose from lack of self- 
respect, but that would come with educa- 
tional improvements. Architects were, he 
believed, the hope of the future, and, as thev 
had a tremendous responsibility, they should 
study the question of town-planning closely, 
and be ready to advise when called on. . 
Mr. T. J. Byrne, F.R.I.A.1I., said that to 
confine town-planning to the cities of Treland 
would he fatal. It would be better to omit 
the cities and carry out town-planning or 
revional planning where there were no cities. 
Mr. H. J. Leask said that something 
should be done te induce educational arthori- 
ties to teach children to appreciate things 
beautiful. He regretted that there was no 
architectural taste in Ireland. 
ALL FOR LEGISLATION, 
The Chairman said that until the architect 
spread himself out more little headway would 
be made in public appreciation. The respon- 
sibility of the architect was beginning to he 
realised and his opinion respected. Ireland 
did not suffer from a lack of town-planning, 
and he would say it was far ahead of other 
countries. The population wes not verv 
thick, and there was still time to get much 
g00d work done. 
The vote of thanks

The fallowing resolution was afterwards 
passed, on the motion of Mr. Beckett 
seconded by Mr. H. Webb: * That. in the 
opinion of this meeting, it is essential to the 
welfare of the country that legislation should 
be intraduced forthwith to promote compre- 
hensive town and regional planning.”

WAGES ON A RUILDING 
SCHEME. 


A strike occurred yesterday morning oí the 
labourers engaged by Messrs. Dillon, building 
contractors, Limerick, at the clearing of the 
sites for the Kilkenny Corporation housing 
scheme, which comprises thirty houses. The 
question at issue is one of wages. 

It has become a recognised rule by trades 
unionists that the standard wage for labourers 
in Kilkenny. particularly for builders’ 
Jabourers, is that paid by the Corpoyation to 
their laBourers—namely, £2 2s. per week, 
For some time past a small number of 
men, who, it is stated, were not members of 
a trades’ union, were employed by the con- 
tractors, Messrs. Dillon, at the rate of 365s. 
for a 50-hour week. 

When more men were about to be employed 
yesterday at the same rate the secretary of 
the local branch of the Irish Transport Union 
had a consultation with them, with the result 
that they refused to work at the waye offered. 
The other men seit, “a MFLPAE on the juh 
also left thvir work. Efforts at a settlement 
were carried on during the day, but so far 
the negotiations have proved unsuccessful. 
The contractors offered an increase egúiva- 
lent to half the difference between what they 
wero paying and 42s. per week. There is 
much unemployment in Kilkenny, and for 
whatever work is going there is virtually a 
small army of applicants irom the ranks of 
the unemployed. 

The laying of the high tensions under- 
ground cables in connection with the Shannon 
scheme is providing a cosiderable amount of 
very welcome employment in Kilkenny, the 
wages paid to the labourers being eleven 
pence an hour. A_ main drainage scheni¢ 
which the Corporation have adopted, and 
which, it is expected, will shortly be pro- 
ceeded with, is being eagerly looked íorwat:l 
to by the labourers of the city.

CORPORATION COMMITTEE’S 
REPORT. 


A special Committee cf the Limerick 
Corporation has issued a report on the 
question of the revaluation of the city, which 
it considered at numerous sittings recently, 
at some of which Mr. A. M. Fullerton, 
Secretary of the Valuation Department, 
Dublin, was present. 

The number of ratings at present applicable 
to Limerick is given in the report as 7,300, 
and the valuation, £83,212, has increased by 
£8,000 since 1913. 

The proposers of revaluation maintain that 
it would mean reduced taxation. Before 
revaluation in Waterford the valuation was 
£50,000, and it now stands at £76,000, As 
to the effect that a general revaluation would 
have on income tax, it was stated that the 
increase in Waterford took place principally 
on business houses, that income tax would be 
eredited from Cchedule A to Schedule D, and 
would not be payable where the increase did 
not reach, as in many cases, the taxable 
inceme on the present valuation. 

A deputation of ratepayers who appeared 
hefore the Committee held that a mandate 
from the citizeris should come before revalua- 
tio: was undertaken, and the licensed trade 
were amongst those Opposed to it. 

Mr. Fullerton stated that the outstanding 
advantage of a general revaluation would he 
to place the burden of taxation equitably 
amongst the ratepayers. Against that it was 
held thet there were very few cases of 
inequality of rating in Limerick. 

A proposal was finally made in committee 
to recommend the Boreugh Council to take 
steps for a general revaluation, 

n amendment in the shape of a direct 
negative was moved, when the voting was 
six for the amendment, five against, one not 
voting. 

There not being a clear majority, the 
division was declared invalid. 

The report will be considered at a special 
meeting of the whole House to-night.

A STEADY IMPROVEMENT. 

Mr. Cecil H. H. Fennell (secretary) sub- 
mitted the annual report, which stated that 
the year 1928 was marked by a steady and 
general improvement in the conditions pre- 
vailing in the country. There were several 
important events of a financial character. 
The successful flotation of the Free State's 
Second National Loan of £7,000,000 in the 
closing month of 1927 was perhaps the moat 
satisfactory tinancial featute of the period 
which this review covers, and reflects favour- 
= the country’s financial and economic 
outlook. The establishment by the Gevern- 
ment of the Agricultural Credit Corporation, 
Limited, for the purpose of granting long- 
term accommodation to the farming com- 
munity, was completed, and the Corporation 
is carrying on the functions for which it was 


set up 

The newly-formed Currency Commission 
on September 10th made the first issue of 
legal tender notes provided for under the 
Currency Act of 1927. The issue of con- 
solidated bank notes is expected es | in 
1929. The new and distinctive Free Btate 
token aoinage was issued in the closing 
month of the vear, and its artistic merit has 
been favourably commented upon. Canse- 
agg upon these new currency arrangements 
or the Free State, it became necéssaty for 
the British Government to reduce and re- 
apportion the aggregate amount of the 
fidueiary bank note issues in Northern Ire- 
land, and to restrict the circulation there of 
notes issued outside the United Kingdom. 
By the terms of the Act of Parliament by 
which the readjustment was made the total 
fiduciary note issues of the banks operating 
in Northern Ireland are limited to £1,634,000. 


WELCOME SIGNS. 
Whilst trade and agriculture in the coyntry 
still suffer from a severe depression, there 
are, nevertheless, signs of a general but slow 
improvement. High taxation and high labour 
costs still operate to retard development both 
in agriculture and trade. Exports of live 
stock increased during the year, and the 
harvest was good generally, whilst the dairy- 


ing industry is beginning to show an 
increased return, arising © from proper 
crganisation. 


The. mast favourable economic feature was 
the fall of £4,000,000 in the adverse trade 
balance. An analysis of the means by which 
this reduction has been obtained goes to 
shew that our financial and economic problems 
are being more carefully studied, and that 
the corrective and preventive measures applie4 
bu Were only effective but also have a sound 
)asis. 

During the year, the report added. Mr. A. 
T. Collins was elected President. having been 
Hon. Secretary to the Institate from the date 
of its formation in 1898. Mr.. W. P. Hill. 
joint-manager, Ulster nk, College Green, 
was elected Hon. Secretafy, and Mr. P. 4. 
Stokes, manager, Munstoreand Leinster Bawk, 
Dame street, Hon. Treasurer. 

The membership in the pret year increased 
by 349 members, bringing the. total to 2,682. 
The number of entrants for the examina- 
tions in 1928 was 1,167, but. as in former 
years, the percentage of successful candidates 
was regrettably low. 


STABLE GOVERNMENT. 
Mr. E. D. Hill, moving the adoption of the 
report, said that it contained. evidence oí 
steady progress on behalf of the Institute, 
and it was gratifying to know that that was 
so in the thirtieth year of their establishment. 
It was a matter of congratulation on the 
part of ail bankers that a state of stable 
Government had been established. Referring 
to signs of iaprovement in the trade and 
agriculture of the country, he pointed to the 
increase im the export of cattle, which was 
very satisfactory for Southern Ireland. The 
freights, however, remained at an exorbitant 
increase on pre-war figums. Reference was 
also made in the report to the suecessful 
flotation of the National Loan and the estab- 
lishment by the Government of the Agricul- 
tural Credit Corporation. These were oul- 
standing facts of gréat importance, The first 
issue of thc legal tender notes was an epoch- 
mak.ng Occurrence, and he expressed gratifi- 
cation at the smooth working of the introduc- 
tion throug the mediym of the banks. Thr 
issue of the consolidated notes was awaited 
with much interest and would be another 
important event for the Trish banks. 
Speaking of the new coinage, he said that 
the coins had been subjected to criticishis. 
but, on the whole, it was generally admitted 
that they were most artistic and, no doubt, 
would prove very popular. In the course of 
referetice to their buanú, he said thai 
no man in Írish banking had done more for 
Irish banks than Mr. Collins, both in connec: 
tion with the establishment of the Institute 
and in other important matters. (Applanse.) 
Dealing with the sports competitions 
organised in the different banks he said that 
they had done much to engender a apiri! 
of friendship and emulation among the 
younger members. ~ 

BANKING IN IRELAND. 
Mr. 8, D. Budd, chief executive officer, 
Provincial Bank of Ireland, seconding the 
motion, joined in the congratulations to the 
President, and hoped that he would be long 
spared amongst them. (Hear, hear.) They 
all had a right to be proud of the positon 
of banking in Ireland, and in his opinion 
banking was not better done in any 
other copntry. It had gained the entire 
confidence of the people of Ireland, because 
it was built up to help the comimerce anid 
agriculture of thé country. It was suited to 
the néeds of the country, and its position 


was higher now than ever before. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Referring to the examinations held by the 
Institute, he said that the value of study, 


apart altegether from obtaining the certif- 
cates, wes most important. Technical 
knowle®ze was necessary, but if they who 
were in the service of the banks did iat 
extend to the customers that courtesy to 
which. they had a right, their technical 
knowledge would not be much of an asset 
to the bank. (Applatse.)

LOANS TO FISHERMEN. 
Erse Asia: 
MINISTRY AND STATE FUNDS 


At the monthly. meeting of the Clare Co. 
Council a letter was read from the Ministry 
of Fisheries with refetence to a resolution of 
the Council rding the supply of boats 
and gear to fishermen. This Jetter stated 
that “the Minister is not prepared to dis- 

se with the condition that any loan 
ranted from State funds to a fisherman to 
uy a boat or other requisite must be sup- 
ported by adequate personal security. Such 
a eondition is, in his view, necessary to pro- 
tect the State from the risk of loss arising 
from such — loans. This view is strongly 
confirmed by the experience of the Depuart- 
ment in two loans for considerable sums 
granted to County Clare fishermen within the 
past few years, in which the borrowers have 
made very little effort to meet their obliga- 
tions, pred | the Department has consequently 
been constrained to press the sureties to meet 
their demand.”’ 

Mr. Joe Healy said that the present con- 
dition of the industry was am as com- 
pared with pre-war days, when fishermen 
could earn an average of £3 per week, and 
when £20 per ton was paid for periwinkles 
shipped to England and elsewhere. It was 
a pity that the Department did not en- 
courage an industry with such possibilities. 
The Fishery Department had done nothitig, 
as far as be see, except make promises, 
and sue the unfortunete yg who” had 
tried to do a good turn for fishermen by 
ussisting in getting beats and gear for ther. 

Mr. P. Ho an, T.D., said that, in his 
opinion, the Fishery Department was the 
greatest ‘‘dud’’ they had in national life. 

Mr. Frank Barrett said that there wus no 
use in discussing the matter, as it appeared 
to be hopeless at presetit to ask for any- 
thing for. the fishermen.

THE BLACK SCAB REGULA- 
' “"FIONS. 

At the meeting of the Louth Agricultgra: 
Committee in Dundalk vesterday, a letter 
was read from the Department of Agriculture 
detailing the approved varieties of immune 
potatoes which could be planted in the 
black scab area in the Cooley dsisict. and 
adding that under the regulaiens of the 
English Board of Agriculture these potatoes 
might exported for consumption mín 
England and Wales, provided that if offere:! 
for sale in a non-infected area the potat us 
were stated to be of the approved immtne 
variety. 

Mr. Hugh Magee said that the regula: 
tions strangely pormitted the sale of the 
potatoes in any distret in England or Wales, 
and prevented the sale of them in Ireland, 
where the best market was. Since he had 
stated at the last meeting that the best price 
for Cooley potatoes obtainnble in England 
was £2 per top, he had letters from Limerick 
and Dublin offering £4 per ton for unlimited 

uantities. These people did not realise the 
fact that under the order of tho Department 
thi potatoes could not be sold in Treland, 
There were theusands of tons of potatoes i 
Cooley unsaleable at the moment. Potatoes 
were the only cash crop that the neoole had, 
and they were in a terrible state. The 
prices which they were getting did not pay 
for the cost of production, and the people 
were unable to mest their bills or pay ther 
rates.

BEER AND SPIRIT DUTIES.

CORK TRADERS’ DEMAND FOR 
REDUCTION, 


From Qur Spectat CORRESPONDENT. 

CORK, Tuesday. 
A further demand for substantial reduction 
in the Free State beer and spirit duties was 
made al the annual meeting of the Cork and 
Munster Licensed Trade Protective Associa- 
tion here to-day. The resolution, which was 
moved by Mr, J. Clancy and seconded by Mr. 
Denis Scanlan, protested vigorously against 
the confiscation of the leensed trade’s pro- 
perty by tho continuation of war-time 
taxation on heer and spirits, and called upon 
the Government to give a substantia! measure 
of relief in these duties in the forthcu-ning 


Budget. 
Mr. J. C. Foley, @esident of the Irish 
Tourist Development Association, who pre- 


sided, declared that the exorbitant taxes on 
lvish stout and Irish whiskey deprived the 
Jrish people of their right to use natural, 
native and healthy stimnlants at reasonaBle 
prices, and had, in addition, increased un- 
employment and distress in the country in 
the reduction of land under tillage. He 
pointed out that in pre-war years the tax 
o: stout was seven shillings and ninepence 
per barrel. and it was now five pounds. On 
whiskev, he went ow. the tax was formerly 
fourteen shillings and ninepence per gallon, 
but it had now inereased to seventy-two 
shillings and sixpence. The British Govern- 
ment, therefore, before the war received one 
shilling and tenpence duty on a bottle of 
lesh whiskey, while the national Govern- 
ment now continued to exact nine shillings 
and twopence halipenny, an increase of 30] 
per cent, ; 

Mr. John Maly, T.D., said that he was 
always in support of every movement for the 
reduction of the excessive duties on beer and 
spirits, and he urged the trade to continue 
their organisation in every district in their 
efforts to redress their grievance and make 
their industry prosperous. 

Reference to the same question was made 
in the annual report, which was read by Mr. 
Jeremiah Desmond.

BURIED AMONGST BARDS AND 
WARRIORS. 


The funeral has taken place in County 
Fermanagh of a centenarian, Mrs. Anne 
MecAvinney, one of three sisters, She was 
born and had vesided all her life on Derry- 
kerrib, one of the numerous group of islands 
in Lough Erne. 

The funeral cartége consisted of a fleet of 
cots, the pvincipal of which bore the coffin, 


the relatives, and the Rev. Thomas 
O'Doherty, P.P., Newtownbutler, who 
officiated. The interment took place on the 


island’ of Galeon, one of the most ancient 
eemetcrics in Jreland, which dates back to 
the period cf St. Columba, and where rests 
the ashes of bisHops, bards, warriors, and 
hundreds of the islanders. 

Derrvkerrib island contains 21 families, 
consisting of 77 persons, and has an extent 
of 433 acres. Tt has no cherch, school. or 
cemetery, and the children are taken across 
to the mainland hy cot, provided by the 
Governmept of Northern Ireland. It was a 
resort fov I.R,A. men ‘‘ on the run ” during 
the treubled period, and has been a favourite 
spel for cock fighters. 

The erection of a bridge from the main- 
land, half a mile distant, is at present under

The average Italian citizen to-day has 
absolutely no influefice in the affairs of his 
country. Fascism has subdued all opposi- 
tion to its programme. Now everybody in 
Italy is a Fascist, for the sufficient reason 
that he dares not be anything else. Signor 
Mussolini has the land in a grip of iron, 
and, while undoubtedly he is doing a 
great deal of magnificent work, he treats 
the rank and file of the populace as the 
plebeians were treated by his imperial pre- 
decessors two thousand years ago. ‘The 
system of government which he is building 
up has no element of permanence ; for it 
is based, not on the popular will, but on 
the Jaw of an individual. Much can be 
achieved through the agency of a complete 
autocracy. Signor Mussolini, for example, 
will not be hampered by any parliamentary 
criticism in his negotiations concerning 
the Roman question. He can readjust 
Italy’s foreign relations according to his 
own pleasure, and by the ruthless 
exercise of his powers as a dictator he can 
improve economic conditions enormously. 
In the long run, however, his carefully 
wrought system is bound to collapse, or, 
at any rate, to be replaced by a more 
democratic system. The Italian people are 
a liberty-loving race. They recognise the 
fine work that has been done by Mussolini, 
but they will not submit in perpetuity to 
the loss of their birthright. Fascism is 
not less undemocratic than Bolshevism, 
although it aspires to precisely opposite 
ends; and, if Signor Mussolini were as 
wise as he is efficient, he would try. in 
his new Parliament, not to put the Jast 
nail in the coffin of political freedom, but 
to. give the people an increased share in 
the government of the country.

The New Hebrides form one of those 
groups of islands in the South Pacific 
which attracted us in youth as the home 
ol coco-nuts and cannibals. They are 
ruled jointly by English and French

Cannibalism stil] occurs 
among the islanders, but, although people 
sometimes are eaten when they have been 
killed, they are not killed im order that 
they may be eaten. The distinction is not 
unimportant. Mr. Baker, who sojourned 
among the natives for a considerable 
period, describes them as possessing to a 
high degree the virtues of cheerfulness 
and honesty. European civilisation, no 
doubt, has brought some material bless- 
ings to the South Seas, but the only 
traces of European influence in the remote 
areas of Sakau are the calico strip, the 
knife and the muzzle-loading musket, 
without which no native ever leaves his 
village. The New Hebrides group is 
prosperous and well-developed, but it is 
regrettable to find, as in other: portions 
of the South Seas, a dwindling popula 
tion. The natives have not an inherited 
resistance to diseases from which Euro- 
peans are comparatively immune. Mr. 
Baker suggests that, in the interests of 
the people, one of the islands shall be 
quarantined strictly for about twenty 
years.

In a spacious bedroom of a sturdy 
house on the edge of the sea at nor 
the King is to continue his fight back to 
health, with bracing breezes from the 
English Channel as a new and poweriul 
ally. The date of his removal from 
Buckingham Palace, where for nine weeks 
he has been waging a grim and exhuust- 
ing struggle for life, has not been dafi- 
nitely fixed; but yesterday's very fa rour- 
able bulletin gives rise to the hope that 
it will soon be possible to take him to the 
coast. 

The journey, it is understood, will be 
made by road to Craigweil House, which 
has been loaned to the. King by Sir 
Arthur du Cros, who acquired it about 
ten years ago. 


THE HOUSE DESCRIBED. 

The following description of the house 
wus received last night from an authorita- 
tive source :'— 

‘It provides an ideal situation for the 
full private enjoyment of the sea and the 
sun, 
you just look out to the glorious sea, The 

ouse, a three-storey building, which faces 
due south, was built in the best period of 
early Victorian architecture. 

‘Sir Arthur du Cros had very consider- 
able extensions made in order ta get the 
Maximum amount of sun at every point, and 
the principal bedrooms have open-air alcoves, 
protected from the weather by glass case- 
ments. All the principal rooms run con- 
tinuously along the South terrace. | 

““- At either end, east and west, are a 
forty-feet diningroom and a forty-feet music 
room, In the centre of the facade fronting 
the sea is a rotunda, in part of which is an 
open-air sleeping room. The bedrooms are 
arranged in suites, with dressing rooms and 
bathrooms attached; and every suite has a 
‘sun room.’ j 

"The windows of the wing which it is 
believed the King will occupy look down 
through Scotch firs to the sea. His Majesty, 
when he is sufficiently recovered, will ve 
able. to walk along a private terrace or 
promenade, occupying nearly the whole fore- 
shore. 

“The whole house is decorated in a simple 
style, almost in one colour, in order to give 
the effect of size and space, and to show 
Sir Arthur's interesting collection of objects 
of art. 

“ The house is full of beautiful old furni- 
ture. The house and surroundings were 
thoroughly inspected by experts quite re- 
cently, in order to guarantee perfection in 
all arrangements connected with sanitation. 
The spot was bathed in sunshine ,when that 
was done. It was just like a spring day.”

DEATH OF MR. R. C. 
| LEHMANN. ° 


A NOTED OARSMAN AND 


HUMORIST. 


Mr. Rudolph Chambers Lehmann, one 
of the most famous rowing coaches of pre- 
war days, died after a long illness at 
his residence, Fieldhead, Bourne End, 
Buckinghamshire, yesterday. Mr. Lehmann 
was in his seventy-fourth year. A man of 
versatile gifts, he entered many fields of 
interest and excelled in all. 

Lehmann was known as an oarsman of 
conspicuous ability. He competed at the 
Henley Royal Regatta during the nine 
years from 1879 to 1888 He coached 
many famous Leander crews ; he captained 
the Leander Club in 1894 and 1895, and 
he wrote more than one first-rate text book 
upon rowing. 


All this, however, revealed but one 
aspect of the man. From Highgate 
School he passed to Trinity College, 


Cambridge, and in 1876 was President of 
the Union. Called to the Bar at the 
Inner Temple in 1880. within seven years 
he was part author of Dale and Lehmann’s 
‘* Digest of Overruled Cases.”’ 

In the meantime he had won distinction 
as a journalist, and had contested several 
parliamentary elections. From 1893 to 
1901 he was Honorary Secretary of 
the Amateur Rowing Association. The 
latter year found him = editing the 
Daily Neus. Alveady, however, he had 
written brilliantly in Punch. His con- 
nection with that journal began in 1890, 
and till 1919 he maintained it. Humorous 
} contributions to Punch were varied by in- 
cursions into politics. He sat as Liberal 
member: for the Harborough Division of 
Leicester (1906-1911), and his contribu- 
tions to debate, if few, were savoured 
with the salt. of humour. Even when 
editing the Daily News he filled the office 
of High Sheriff of Buckinghamshire. 

The record of his published writings in- 
dicates his versatility. They include: 
“Harry Fludyer at Cambridge” (1890), 
“In Cambridge Courts” (1891), “ The 
Billsbury Election ” (1802), ‘‘ Mr. Punch’s 
Prize Novels’’ (1893), ‘‘ Conversational

Pity’’ (1903), “ The Sun Child” (1904), 
plete - Oarsman '' 
“ Memories of Half a Century ” (1908), 
“Light and Shade” (1909),

(1913), and “ The Vagabond ”’ 

Mr. Lehmann was in Sheffield, the 
eldest son of the late Frederick Lehmann 
and Nina, eldest daughter of the lato 
Robert Chambers, of Edinburgh. He 
married Alice Marie, daughter of the late 
Harrison Davis, U.S.A., and had one son 
and three daughters.

GENERAL APPROVAL. 
The Press Association’s Lobby Corre- 
spondent writes:—Sir William Bull, 
M.P., Chairman of the Channel Tunnel 
Committee, made the following comment 
on the Prime Minister’s statement in the 
House of Commons : — 
“It is a favourable reply, and I think 
it goes as far as we could expect. I am 
quite satisfied with it. I take 1t to mean 
that the Government is going to put the 
| question beyond the range of party politics 
—of course it is not a party question— 
and that the Prime Minister will consult 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald and Mr. Lloyd 
George, both of whom, I think, are in 
favour of the project. Presumably they 
will discuss the best means of ascertain- 
ing whether it is practicable or not.” 
Over two hundred members of the: Lords 
and Commons are expected to attend a 
meeting of the Channel Tunnel Parliamen- 
tary Committee, to be held in a Committee. 
room of the House of Commons at 
4.30 p.m. to-day. 
Sir William Bul! is to address members 
of the National Liberal Club on the 
Channel tunnel proposal at the Club’s 
fortnightly Juncheon on February 27th. 
Mr. Baldwin’s proposal to consult the 
leaders of the other parties as to the form 
of the new investigation was generally 
welcomed in all political quarters. The 
matter will be discussed at a meeting of 
the Labour Parliamentary Party to-day. 
Most of the Labour members are in favour 
of the scheme. It is known that when the 
Labour Government examined the Channel 
tunnel question in 1924, Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald, then Prime Minister, was 
very anxious to have an inquiry into the 
economic, as well as the military, effects 
of the proposal. When, however, the 
Committee of Imperial Defence gave an 
adverse decision, the Channel Tunnel 
Committee did not. desire an inguiry to be 
carried any further at that time, and 
accordingly the economic aspect of the 
question was -not investigated. 


FRENCH COMMITTEE’S STATEMENT.

MINISTRY FILES TWO CHARGES. 


Doubtless it will be only little by little 
that full details.of the new scandal will 
come to light, but it is already clear that 
the plaintiff is the State. 

The Ministry of Finance has filed two 
charges, the first of which is against the 
Societé Fermitre de Sucrerte, with which 
a contract was signed on September 7th, 
1927, concerning nine thousand tons of 
sugar on account of reparations, repre- 
senting a sum of twenty million francs. 
The State should have been paid last 
July, but payment was not forthcoming, 
and the Société Fermiére’ was conse- 
sent pronounced bankrupt on October 
Oth.» 


The second charge is against the Come 
pagnie Franco-Marocaine de Navigation 
et de Commerce, with which a, contract 
was signed in January, 1928, concerning 
“thirty thousand tons of sugar on account 
of reparations, representinfi sixty million 
francs, the first instalment of thirty-two 
millions being due on January 24th. In- 
quiry showed that the company was in- 
solvent.’ The State thus loses eighty 
millions. 


“ REPARATIONS IN KIND.” 


It may be recalled that the manner in 
which reparations in kind are delivered is 
as follows:—The French Government 
grants French importers, contracts for the 
purchase of goods in Germany. 

After the contract is approved by the 
Reparations Commission, the French 
Government hands the buyer commercial 
bills drawn on the Agent-General for pay- 
ments. 

The buyer then endorses them with the 
name of the German tradesman. who sells 
him the goods. The German obtains pay- 
ment from the Agent-General, who claims 
from the German Government. 

The French Government is paid only 
when the buyer has sold the goods, a 
margin of from two to ten per cent. being 
granted to the buyer as profit. 


MORE WARRANTS ISSUED, 

Warrants have been ‘issued for the 
arrest of a French director of a sugar 
company, a Belgian who is at present in 
Belgium. and a _ Russian. residing in 
England, though it has. not yet been 
possible to serve the warrants in the case 
of the two latter individuals.

In Scotland 
it was 6 per cent.; in Northern Ireland 38 
per cent., and in the Free State 65 per cent.

FLAW IN DE-RATING BILL. 
NEED OF REDUCED FREIGHT 
RATE FOR POULTRY. 


Speaking at a meeting of Unionist workers... 


in County Fermanagh, Mr. James Cooper, 
M.P., pointed out what he thought was a 
serious flaw in the new De-rating Bill. He 
had read through the list of articles which 
the railways would carry at reduced prices, 
he said, and he was amazed to see that. 
poultry, eggs and pork would not be.carried 
at reduced rates. All feeding stuffs were, 
and they would have that benefit; but when 
they were competing on the London market, 
i¢ was necessary that they should have the 
advantage of a reduced freight. Fancy a 
rate of 10s. 3d. per cwt. on poultry from 
Enniskillen to London. If there was one 
thing which should benefit by de-rating it was 


ultry. 
He would ask the Farmers’ Unions to impress 


on the Northern Government the necessity of 
including this produce to benefit by reduced 
freight charges. De-rating was one of the 
greatest schemes ever passed for the benefit 
of the farmers,
